Feb. 26.---Refugees from San Cristobal 
and Candelaria, towns on the Western 
railroad, in Pinar del Rio province, 
br^ne; news from a region that is with- 
out telegraph, railroad trains or regu- 
lar mails. It u also a province with- 
out salt, and in-which-the inhabitants 
are shut up in towns in a starving 
condition, and" guards of Spanish 
troops threaten to shoot anyone pass- 
ing in or out. 


It appears that a battle has taken 


place which has not figured in the of- 
ficial government report. It was at 
San CMvtobal on the 13th. The town 
had been occupied by the rebels from 
January 6 to that date. Antonio Ma- 
ceo had fought with Gen Luque at 
Faro Real, on one side of the town, and 
later with Gen. Cannclhv on the other 
side. Col. Segura and COO men had a 
narrow escape from annihilation on 
the main road between Caudelaria and 
ban Cristobal, on the 6th, but no fight 
in San Cristobal hat> been announced 
by the government. 


An eyewitness of the affair to-day 


said that a 
Spanish column 1,200 


strong-, under Col. Hernandez, arrived 
at San Cristobal, on the 13th, suppos- 
ing that the insurgents had gone fur- 
ther east, for Maeeo was near Arten- 
bia. The rebel leader Zayas and five 
of his, men were in the town, and 900 
of his followers were camped just east 
of tlie town. Hernandez came from 
the west, entering the main street. 
Zayas and- his company ran, firing 
their revolvers, toward their men on 
the approach of the troops. Zayas 
reached the rebel camp and took com- 
mand. He divided his men into three 
battalions of 300 men each. Two of 
these remained at the east end of the 
town and attacked Hernandez' column 
fts they came down the narrow street. 


With 300 mounted men Zayas rode 


around the town and entered in Her- 


ndez' rear, attacking the troops and 
riving them in between the cross flre 
f the other rebel .bands. 
Hernandez fought desperately and 
sed. several cannon, but the rebels 
ad him in a disadvantageous position. 
le fought on, moving slowly along 
lie road east from San Cristobal to 
Taudelaria. Zayas men fought him on 
ach flank and from the rear. 
It is said that the road was littered 
ith dead soldiers for the entire six 
illes to Candelaria. 
My informant said he saw in the 
urns of a house, which had been 
urned on the road, the heads *of six 
pvnish soldiers, the bodies having 
»een burned to prevent identification. 


The rebels burned two large gov- 
it) men t bridges on the highway at 
[agassa and Bio Hondo to prevent 
panuh cannon (being again taken to 
he Pinar del Bio province. After Her- 
nandez left the rebels re-entered San 
Cristobal. 


On-the 19th the insurgents burned 
he town of Cabanas, on the north 
oast, 80 miles west of Havana. The

While the 
nsurgents were in the town the gun- 
boat Alerta, which once before fired 
upon the rebels, shelled the town.

FOR COUNTRY ROADS. 


The Latest Scheme In to Provide a Per- 


manent Trark of llrood Steel Balls. 


Anything looking towards better roads 


is ot interest to the peop'e of Central 
Illinois. The New York Sun in a recent 
isiue tells of the latest idea of this sort. 
It is to lay tracks of broad steel rails 
along country roads and city streets 
for the wheels of vehicles to run on, 
thus greatly increasing the traction 
power of horees. and the general coin- 
fort and convenience of driving and 
trucking. It was suggested by Gov. 
Werts, of New Jersey, In hie last vfa* 
sage. , It apparently ie an elaboration 
and Improvement of a system of pcntog 
used in some foreign cities which has 
proved very satisfactory. Gov. V?«rta' 
suggestion, which is really the proposi- 
tion of Mr. Budd, commissioner of roads, 
is to lay double tracks of steel along the 
country roads, filling in the apace be- 
tween the rails with ordinary paving of 
macadam. He says a horse will draw 
on 
such 
a 
steel 
track 
twenty 


times 
as 
much 
aa on macadam. 


The unanimity with which drivers of 
aH manner of vehicles in the city 
street* take to the car track clearly il- 
lustrates the idea. Many of the streets 
along thn line of docks in Liverpool, 
over which heavy loads of all kinds are 
drawn to and from the chips, have- long 
slabs of g'anlte, such as are usefl at 
crossings, laid end to end in four paral- 
lel rows all along the street, practically 
like street car tracks. The rest of the 
street ie paved with Belgian granite set 
in the ordinary manner. 
The idea 'of 


a steel highway is probably borrowed 
from this system.

Experiment by Dr. Combes 


In • New Turk Hospital. 


The use of hypnotism In lieu of an- 


acfithetics by surgeons called upon to 
operate ^apon human, beings has for 
several years attracted considerable 
attention in the profession. It has been 
successfully employed in many 
In 


stances. At the Post-Graduate medi- 
cal school and hospital In New Yorl; 
the matter has received much of the 
investigation which its importance de- 
mands. Dr. Combrs Is a strong be- 
liever in the treatment, and does most 
ut the hypnotizing and gives moat of 
the lectures and demonstrations. A 
reporter was permitted to witness are- 
vent demonstration 
and 
afterward 


Mmie practical applications in the dis- 
pensary. 


The first subjects selected were some 


chickens and small birds. The hypnot- 
ist picked up a hen. He bent the neck 
to one bide and drew up one of the 
wings, over the head. Holding her in 
this position he whirled her around 
twice and set her down. With eyes 
wide open she Bat perfectly rigid. 
Placed upon her back, she made no ef- 
fort to gain an upright position. The 
muecles in the hen's legs and wings 
were apparently deprived of the power 
of action. When one of tho wings wna 
spread out it remained there. The hen 
was in the second stage, the cataleptic 
conUitjon. as It is termed, and re- 
mained so for several minutes. Other 
birds of smaller varieties were handled 
in the same way. with similar results.

Ladj Jane Tranceaca, Speranza Wilde, 


mother of Oiear and "Willie" Wilde, 
••rho haa jtut died, waa one of the moat 
Itaatriotki Irish women of the day. 
Her hnaband, who died in 1878, waa Sii 
Cobert Wills Wilde, oculist and auriat 
to the qneen, a great traveler and a 
noted physician. 
She waa born El- 


gee, and first attracted attention to her- 
aelf in 1847, when she began to write 
patriotic poetry for the Irish Nation, 
then conducted by Sir Charles Gavin 
Dofly. 
Under 
the pen name of 


'8penknza"Bbewrote verse that thrilled 
the heaxta of the people. 
She became 


their^nuae and they learned her baj- 
lads-ty heart. 


InlBSO aa article in the Nation cap- 


tioned "Jacta Alen est" aroused Great 
Hritain to a high pitch of excitement. 
It- waa declared revolutionary by the 
government, and the editor waaarreat- 
ed and tried for the publication of se- 
ditious matter. 
The 
charge 
waa 


brought home to Sir Charles with em- 
phasis when the case waa momentarily 
delayed by the fainting of a young lady 
in the court. This was "Spentnza.'' 
She hud written the article, but her 
name did not appear In the evidence. 


In 1831 Miss Elgee married Mr. Wilde. 


They spent, the honeymoon in Paris, 
and on their return to London her 
drawitfg-rooin became tone of the noted 
features of the social life of the metrop- 
olis. During her married li fe and after 
the death of her husband she continued 
to write, and her books, original and 
translated, are many. She will be 
chiefly remembered for her Irish poetry 
and for her works on Celtic folk lore.

THINKS THE POLE ON LAND. 


Opinion of Bercemnt Fredericks. •( the 


Greely Expedition. 


Julius R. Fredericks, who was a ser- 


geant in the Greely expedition that 
reached latitude 83:2t, 394 miles from 
the pole, said the other day that he 
thought it wns in the bounds of possi- 
bility that Nansen had n-ached the 
north pole, but it was improbable that 
he reached it and started on the return 
down the east coast of Greenland 
Sergt. Fredericks thinks it probable 
that the pole is on limd. He said: 


"We went up the north coast of Green 


land while Nansen went up the east 
coast, following the course of the 
Jeanette expedition. The two courses 
converge north of Greenland. 
When 


we were at our highest latitude we were 
on land, and as for as we could see 
through glasses we could see only land. 


"I am inclined to doubt it, but Nan- 


sen mil}' have found a more open sea- 
son than we found, and by means of 
dog sledgeb may have made his way to 
tbe pole. If he did, it seems, as I said, 
that he must certainly have started 
homeward along the west coast of 
Greenland, after taking1 to the water so 
as to have the advantage of the cur- 
rents."
